GONVIcES was aticked by earnest men o Massachi-
sotts, New York, and wnd, with o =ories ol ol-
jotlons, which in themsolves were thought to e
fatal to its successinl adminigtration. Then, penal
Aelenoe, a8 an clemoent of social selonee, was almost

nonknowi,  Thinkers nud stodents vl avolded 1 as
repuisive and Incapable of development, There were
no ik, there was 1o Knowledge, nor exrorienee,
from which to deduce a reasonable conclusion§ as to
ita resulis. Ity opponents resisted it on severa!
grounds. They assumed thal it wonld be, If car-
rind  out, destrictive 1o henlth, Injufoans 0 the

The gistinction bhetween theee gYstems wins  rdbenl,
The depurnte svateln restod on the philosophy that
puishment wius o sepuaration of the convist from
$OCiety, to b treated for s oriome as s indivioion
character required; to ‘.r-nhw that regret which
mlght catise mtt same o e uhil or Indace re-
formation ; to protect goc ety to prevent dissharged
criminald from organizing Into b class in the eommao-
nity to prey on itwith success, god by aequalnbanee
with ench other, made in prison, thns recralt the
number and prevent any fram retarning o honest
pursuits, or forming domestie tes. This was the
Gasis on which the separate confinement of convicts
wius placed, These were the reasons which ndoaced
the founders to press it to a practical trianl, The
theory of the congregate syvetem, on the other hauodd,
mny be thus stated @ that as convicts were associnted
with socloty, associntion on conviction was obedlence
to socinl taw, snd in prison, therefore, they should
work wgether; that each knew his Jdegradation, amd
that crime was its couse; vel legul punishment was
complete when thus fndicted, though mepanred alone
by the period of degradation, and thut on its terminn-
ton the conviot was elther a better man or & worse
one, goclety only requiring crime to be punished and
the eriminal sentenced tom prison. The effects on
the individual which; nis punisiaent produced were
never considerad, except so far as that it should not
injure his health nor s mind ; and it was not oroel,
bécanse these convicts worked together all day, and
went to separate colis gt night. A Penitentiary a8 a
place of reformutory pentnce for oritae, may repro-
nent one system; o fnctory, as a place of primitive
manul labor, may represent the other,

‘“This I plainly =tating the opposite theories of the
Iwo systems ut the time to which we refer, 1t cannot
he denled that sinoe then changes have been made
in both systemp, by which they have been improved,
In both, experience has done wuch. In both, reme-
il lluul reformatory Infuences have been Intro-
neced,

“Po test, then, the force of the objections origi-
nally made against the Pennsylvinie diseipline, and
negitively in support of the congregate, it cannot b
deemed unressonable to rely on the information
whivh the past fiftecn years cover, a8 convincing
evidence at this time of the oblained resnits from
each, A comparison, now, cannot be refused as
prool ; cannot De rejected asx unsatisfactory ; cannot
be dented eredence s conclugive or the questions

involved, Appealing, thercfore, to past ex-
perience we are Justified in -
qunm_‘ulfy #sserting that the Peunsylvania sys-
tem of  penltentiary discipline, understood and

properly applied, is not injurious 0 the health, hoas
no injurious influence on the mind, 8 neitherinha.
man nor cruel, that it benefits the conviets, thot it
protects soclety, that it tends to strongthen the dis-
clinrged prisoner in a determination to lead an
honest life, that it docs not entail on the prisoner
the known degradation of his condition, that it pre-
vents the organization of a crime-¢lass in communi-
tieg, and thut, If properly administered, it s now the
most philogophic and eMective system for the treat-
ment of orime a8 an actudl coudition of persons in
all socleties,

“The Inspectors do not nOw propose to repeat the
wvarious and able argoments which have heretofore
been made n favor of the Pennsylvanin system.
meet to-day the original objections to It which now
reappear, it I8 deemed only necessary to give the
Leginiature facts, which have been proven by the ex-
pertenc: of pust years, These facts are preseoted in
a form Wllli"h renders them easily comprehended, An
eximination of them, with ordinary intelligence, will
snbstantiate the assertjons here made. On these
facts the Pepnsvivania svastem rests for 1ts sare de-
fense. In the range of theories in solence or in
moralg, there 18 not one which has been 8o thor-
onghly tested by practical expericuce, as the theory
of the advantages of the sepuarate discipline of con-
viets in a penitentinry, Taking, theo, the test of
comparigon of the results, of sepurgte aud congre-
gate penitentiary discipline, vhis institution, apd the
State Penitentiary at Charlestown, Massachusetts,
are selected as the two penitentinries under the most
carelully arranged supervision, i

“In order to show without dimeulry the reésults of
these systems, taking them as administerad ju these
respective prisous, the percemage mode 18 adopted
a8 plainly manifesting the purpose of this com-
parison.

“From a history of the Massachusettsa State
Prison, by the wariden of that institution, we extract
the following data, and farnish the vorresponding
data from the recorils of this penitentinry :—

persons sent to this Penltentiary, recorded us insane
by the resldent physician on BE examination of
them, at the thae of thelr reception.  But, further,
to prove the proposition now unider consiileration,
we quote from special adthority that at one of the
three State almshouses Jocated nt Tewksbury, Mas-
Buchusetts, ander tl ontrol of the Bourd of State
Charities, last year 220 lnmates were recelved or ex-
chunged from the other State almshonses, anid re-
ported nearly every one defective in mind or body.

“The same report further states: ‘We are con-
stantly making such trunsfers and receiving suach
returng, besides numbers of patients from  State
lunatic asyluma'  The Almshouse gt Tewksbury had
Jast vepr wn aversge number of 57 immates,” report-
ing 260 deaths, From the same published informs-
tion we make the following wtement ;—

towanls perfection In soclal development, it 18 not
surprising that, in other less favored populutions, the
erime canse more largely exists, 11, then, mental
digorilers are productive of eriine, the percentage of
criminal insane should bear an ascertainable pro-
portlon to the whole number of convicts,™
After furthier quotations, the report proceeds to
discnss the subjeet of the proportion of nsune con-
viets to the populutions of State pendtentinries. It

UWe leave this branch of the subleet, contldent
that every intelligent and cundid miod will admit, on
w careful examination of the comparison here mnde,
us to the ‘mortality’ and ‘insanity” in the separato
and congregate systems, that this Penlteatlary or
the geparate mprisonment of couviets, by wetuy
fucts, has vindicated its clalm to superiority

The Massacre of December knst.
Although a little over four menths have

clapsed sinee the dreadful massaere spoken of
telow oceurred, still we have but now received
details of it. The news comes from Rewa,
Fijl, is duted December 16, and runs as follows:
The following acconnt of the recent outrages
in Fijiis glven in a letter dated Rewa, Fiji,
cember 16:—*A fearful tragedy has lately been
cnaeted on the plantation of Messrs, Burt & Un-
derwood, Nadroga, Viti Love. For some time
past the heathen mountaineers had been trouble-
some, lyvlng in wait for the coolies, and beat
them whenever they could eateh them in the
torest; and so severely that two of these unfor-
tunate men died from the effects of the savage

aseaults commiltted upon them. Four more
ulso were  poisoned; and to such len

did the Fllinnge go that Burt & Under-
wood  gave the coolies arms, and told

them to defend themselves whon attacked. The
resiilt was o fight on one eceasion, when the
natives came down upon the coolies as they
were entting  lhorse Ladmlnr. Shots were ox-
chunged, and one Fijian fell badly wounded,
wherenpon his compnunions fled to the hills,
| The plunters now made thomselves ready to meet
the attack which they well knew the natives
would make upon them. Guards were set around
the premises at night, and a look out kept by
day, whereby several schemes for burning the
houses were fristeated. At length, one rainy
day, Underwood being in the cotton plantation
with » man named Dick, the overseer, and the
| voolies, who were at their usual work, and Burt
belng at the honse attending to the shipment of
4 lot of cotton. n strong party of Fijluns were
| seen on the river bank sl some distanee from the
house, waviug dags of native cloth, and shouting
| abusive words. Ofthese Burt took no notice, for he
[ hnew the Fijinos too well to fear Immediate
milsehie! from those who stood still afar off and
ghouted.  But these were only a decoy to draw
his attention away from a war party, whtch was
even then stealing upon him through the stand-
| ing cotton on the other side of the plantation
from wlere the coolies were working. Hearin
| & nolse at last he went out of the ‘Luum. an
fonind himself tace to face with some three hun-
dred naked, painted savages, who soon had him
down in their midst, beating him savagely. An-
other man  called Cammeline, who was in the
house with Lim st the time, shared the same fiste,
Underwood aud the coolies were set upon by

| tmother party, who killed feur of the Tanna men,

and wounded Underwood and Dick, who, how-
